LONDON (CP)—The Royal 
Air Force was believed to have 
renewed its hammering at Ger 
man-held “invasion” ports across 
the English Channel in daylight 
raids today. 

Explosions from across the 
water were heard along the south 
east coast of England this after 
noon and shortly afterward heavy 
aircraft, whictiyobservers said 
were British bombers, crossed the 
coast and flew inland, apparently 
returning from an attack 

As this indication came of a 
stepping up in the tempo and 
power of British attacks, it was 
learned the Royal Air Force has 
dropped 200 tons of bombs on 
BKeriin since September 1. There 
have been 14 separate night raids 
involving a total of 225 bombers. 

It is believed in official quar 
ters that R.A.F. bombers are do- 


; ing far more damage to Ger- 


many’s war machine than the 
German air force is inflicting on 
essential points in Britain.

In that same 
year—on Christmas Day—a baby 
was born in a village in England. 
He was a little fellow, this baby, 
weighing only two or three 
pounds 

There was fear that the tiny 
infant would die, but his mother 
watched ov + him with utmost 
care. He was kept extra warm, 
and the flame of life did not go 
out 

The babe was Isaac Newton. 
Although frail and weak in his 
first years, he was destined to 
have a long and important career 

Before his third birthday, Isaac 
was taken to the home of his 
grandmother to live. His father 
had died, and his mother had 
married again 

The grandmother proved a good 
guardian, and when the lad was 


old enough he was sent to school. | 


In those days the relatives of chil- 
dren had to pay for any schooling 
which might be given. Most boys 
and girls did not even learn to 
read and write 

Isaac at first showed little 
promise as a scholar. He failed 
to listen to his teachers, and they 
felt that perhaps he was wasting 
his time at school. 

Then, at about the time of his 
13th birthday, something hap- 
pened to Isaac which changed his 
outlook. A larger and stronger 
boy struck him a hard blow. 

Isaac was angered, and thought 
about the matter “I cannot 
fight him back,” he said to him 
self. “but I can work hard at my 
studies and show that I am 
better than he is!" 

When the’boy put his mind to 
work, he quickly mastered his les 
sons. Before long he became the 
leader of his class. 

Isaac not only won honor at 
school but also showed a thirst 
for knowledge for its own sake 
When not in the classroom, he 
often carried a book about to read 
when he had a spare moment 
Now and then he might have been 
seen seated under a tree, deep in 
a book, instead of finishing an 
errand.
